Conning tower : On the bow, hooks on the hull, rounded off from above, 
somewhat berore the middle of the ship. Stern was bayonet shaped, with 
the bottom part slanting down. 

Shape of ship : Hull length about 50 meters. 

Armament : Not observed. Nose about 50 cm. above water level. 
Radar/radlo a On the stern barrel an antenna - crossed square - with a 
diameter of about 1 meter. Length of mast on which the antenna was 
about 20 cm. 

Details : 

1. On the back of the conning tower an elliptical form, later square- 
shaped cylinder (boiler, container) of 20 x 20 cm. At the top of 
this on both sides 3 hemispherical plates on top of each other, of 
60 cm. irldiameter, with a space of 15 cm. in between, plates about 
13 mm. thick.. Height of cylinder above conning tower about 1 meter. 
Whole thing painted same color* as the boat.
